ARCHBISHOP CROSS
HAS PASSED AWAY

His Death Was Entirely Un-
expected.

HIS CAREER AN
INTERESTING ONE

Was Appointed a Bishop When Osly
36 Years of Age—Under His Ad-
ministration the Pacific Coast Has
Made Great Strides.

PorTLAxD, Nov. 14 —Archbishdp Wil-
linm Hickley Gross, of the Oregon Ro-
man Catholie charch, died at Bt. Jo-
seph’s hoepital, Baltimore,. Md., this
morning, His grace had been in:ill
health for some ;.i'me. and doring the
first week of last September, he decided
to visit his old home in Baltimore.

Then he did not expect bhis ailments
would terminate fatally. Buotalmosta
week ago he took to his bed, from which
he never arose, paesiog into a tranquil,
eternai sleep, from general debility. His
deatli was sn unexpeeted one, as up to
within a lew hours of his grace’s demize
he gave evidence of recuperation.

The Catholic clergy of thie city were
startled upon receiying the mournfal
news, as they hoped for something bet-
ter. On the late aichoithop's personal
request, he will be laid to rest in hie

native city Thursdsy, and there will be
no time for any prealate from the Pacif-
ic coast to reach Baltimore for the fa-
neral. Oa Thureday there will Le s
grand requiem fuses (Corcare Absenti).

The Most Reverend William H, Groese,
D.D., G. 88. R., third archbishop ot
Oregon,was born in Ehecity of Baltimore,
Md., on June 12, 1887, The Gross fam-
ily came originally from Alsace, and its
Amer cn founder, Jacob Gross, and his
son, John J. Grose, took part in the de-
fente of Biltimore in 1812.

The archbishop received his early ed-
ucation at the parochial school, attached
to 8t. Vincent’s church, Baltimore. In
this chorch he algo made his first com-—
muoion, ;

In 1857 he was invested with the re-|

ligiouns hatit and formally began his €a-
reer as a Redemplorist novice, On A pril
8, 18538, he made hislfirst vows, when nil
aim was centered npon becoming a per-
fect deem;;tomt. In March, 1888, the
deceased prelate was ordained a prelate
at Annapolis, Md., by Arehhhhop Ken-
rick, of Baltimore.

He rémained a part of Ilm time 88
army chaplain st Annapolie. His «x-
periences during thecivil war werg of s
trying order, He was almosy incessant-
ly in the hospital, the field ol.battle, the
ekirmish line or the lonely out past.
